THE CRADLE OP LIBERTY. 


Dy A. W. MACY, 


Thft Fnnuell family of Doiton 


lovod liberty. Their anceiton 
had fled from tho Huouanot per- 
secutlon In Franco, nnd thuy ap- 
predated the bloiilnfls of free- 
dpm. They w«ro •woll'to.iioi and 
It IB i»ld that when one of them 
dlad In 1738 
three thouiand 


pairs of mourning fllovot wero 
provided for the attendant* at 
the funeral. In 1743 Peter Fan- 
uell built a house and o»ve It to 
the city of Doiton. His main 
purpose w»s to provide a public 
market place, nnd to thl« the 
ground tloor \vas devoted, The 
upper room wa» fitted up ai a 
hall for public gatherlnoi. The 
Sonti of. Liberty met .here dur- 
ing the Incipient utagci of the 
Revolution, and from this fact 
the building became known ai 
"the cradle of liberty.". It burn* 
eel down In 1761, 
come years 


after the dorter's death,, but It 
was Immediately rebuilt by tho 
city. 
In 1805 It wai enlarged 


'by the addition of another itory 
and by making It forty feet wld. 
er. 
As thus rebuilt the struc- 


ture remained substantially the 
inmo until 
1809, wnen more 


chanoei'worn made. The mar- 
ket facilities have been greatly 
extended, and now occupy » 
whole square.
